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PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  569: — In  re  Independent  Livestock  Commission  Co.,  Springfield,  Mo. 
The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  July  29,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging 
that  respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  it  had  failed 
neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable  bond  to  suitable 
trustees,  or  to  furnish  any  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the 
performance  of  its  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency.  A  hearing  was  held 
on  August  24.  On  December  7  respondent  furnished  adequate  bond  to  secure 
its  obligations;  therefore,  on  January  6,  1937,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  no.  581. — In  re  Scala  Packing  Co.,  Inc.,  Utica,  N.  Y.  The  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  October  1,  1936,  issued  a  complaint  and  notice  of 
hearing  against  respondent,  alleging  that  it  had  engaged  in  and  used  unfair,  un- 
justly discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practices  and  devices  in  commerce  in  con- 
nection with  the  handling  of  hogs.

The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  October  5,  1936,  ordered  that  a  hearing 
be  held  to  allow  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application 
for  a  license,  made  under  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not 
be  denied.  A  hearing  was  held  on  October  12  and  from  the  evidence  adduced 
it  was  found  that  the  applicant  is  financially  unable  to  fulfill  its  obligations  as  a 
licensee;  therefore,  on  January  14,  1937,  the  applicant  was  notified  that  a  license 
to  buy,  sell,  and  handle  live  poultry  would  be  denied  on  the  showing  made,  but 
that  it  would  be  given  30  days  from  the  receipt  of  the  order  in  which  to  furnish 
a  bond  or  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  sufficient  to  secure  the  prompt 
payment  of  its  obligations  which  it  would  incur  as  a  licensee. 

Docket  no.  586: — In  re  Maspeth  Live  Poultry  Co.,  Inc.,  Maspeth,  N.  Y.  The 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  October  5,  1936,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be 
held  to  allow  the  applicant  opportunity  to  show  cause  wmy  its  application  for  a 
license,  made  under  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be 
denied.  A  hearing  was  held  on  October  13  and  from  the  evidence  adduced  it 
was  found  that  the  applicant  is  financially  unable  to  fulfill  its  obligations  as  a 
licensee;  therefore,  on  January  23,  1937,  the  applicant  was  notified  that  a  license 
to  buy,  sell,  and  handle  live  poultry  would  be  denied  on  the  showing  made,  but 
that  it  would  be  given  30  days  from  the  receipt  of  the  order  in  which  to  furnish  a 
bond  or  other  form  of  satisfactory  indemnity  sufficient  to  secure  the  prompt  pay- 
ment of  its  obligations  which  it  would  incur  as  a  licensee. 

Docket  no.  596. — In  re  Prosperity  Live  Poultry  Corporation.,  Bronx,  N.  Y.  The 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  October  10,  1936,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be 
held  to  allow  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application  for 
a  license,  made  under  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be 
denied.

Docket  no.  598. — In  re  Max  Baskin,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  October  10,  1936,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be  held  to  allow  the 
applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  his  application  for  license,  made  under 
title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act^  should  not  be  denied.  A  hearing  was 
held  on  October  16,  but  soon  thereafter  the  applicant  ceased  doing  business  as  an 
individual;  therefore,  on  January  26,  1937,  the  case  was  dismissed. 
Docket  no.  608. — In  re  Mollie  Mintz,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture on  November  6,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  and  notice  of  hearing  alleging  that 
respondent  had  violated  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  she 
had  engaged  in  and  used  unfair  and  deceptive  practices  and  devices  in  connection 
with  the  purchase  of  live  poultry  in  commerce.  A  hearing  was  held  on  November 
17  and  from  the  evidence  adduced  the  Secretary  concludes  that  the  purchase  by 
the  respondent  of  live  poultry  in  commerce  upon  the  basis  of  a  cash  transaction 
and  the  giving  of  a  check  in  payment  therefor,  wiien  there  are  insufficient  funds 
in  the  bank  to  meet  the  check  upon  its  presentation  for  payment,  is  an  unfair 
and  deceptive  practice  and  device.     On  December  7  a  copy  of  the  Examiner's 
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report  and  recommendations  was  served  on  the  respondent,  recommending  sus- 
pension of  her  license  for  30  days  with  a  proviso  that  such  suspension  should  not 
become  effective  if  she  should  on  or  before  December  15  make  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments with  the  complaining  witness  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  indebtedness.  The 
claim  having  been  compromised  and  the  complaining  witness  having  acknowledged 
full  settlement  under  date  of  December  11,  the  order  dated  January  12,  1937, 
suspending  respondent's  license  for  a  period  of  30  days  from  January  15  will  not 
become  effective  unless,  within  a  period  of  3  years  from  the  date  thereof,  the 
Secretary  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  respondent  has  violated  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  whereupon  a  supplemental  order  will 
be  issued  without  further  hearing,  making  the  suspension  effective  for  a  period  of 
30  days  from  a  specified  date.

The  evidence 
adduced  at  the  hearing  shows  that  the  respondent  purchased  a  carload  of  poultry 
from  the  Benton  Poultry  &  Egg  Co.,  paid  a  part  of  the  purchase  price,  issued  a 
check  for  the  balance,  later  stopped  payment  on  the  check  without  lawful  excuse, 
and  had  not  at  the  date  of  the  hearing  paid  such  balance.  On  December  7  a  copy 
of  the  Examiner's  report  and  recommendations  was  served  on  the  respondent, 
recommending  suspension  of  its  license  for  30  days,  with  a  provision  that  such 
suspension  should  not  become  effective  if  the  respondent  should,  on  or  before 
December  15,  make  satisfactory  arrangements  with  the  complainant  to  pay  the 
amount  of  the  indebtedness.  As  the  respondent  has  paid  the  full  amount  of  the 
indebtedness,  the  order  suspending  its  license  will  not  be  made  effective  unless 
the  respondent  is  guilt}'  of  a  further  violation  of  the  act  at  any  time  within  3  years 
from  the  date  of  the  order  which  was  issued  on  January  23,  1937. 

Docket  no.  619. — In  re  Strain  &  Co.,  Peoria,  111.  The  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  November  24,  1936,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent 
had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  it  was  insolvent  and  unable 
to  pay  its  debts  as  they  became  due  in  the  usual  course  of  business.  On  December  3 
respondent  acknowledged  receipt  of  the  inquiry  and  notice  of  hearing,  admitted 
the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  alleged,  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On 
January  5,  1937,  respondent  was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  market  agency 
for  6  months  with  leave,  however,  during  said  period  to  apply  for  a  revocation  of 
this  suspension  upon  satisfactory  proof  to  the  Secretary  that  it  is  then  and  there 
solvent. 

— In  re  Sam  Jaffe,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  November  28,  1936,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be  held  on  December
